MOSCOW, Aug. 25 (AP)—

“present policies have led the 
U. S. A. to a profound crisis, but 


Dulles’s suggestions are capable 


of leading only to new failures.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower left 
the Army too late to get a dis- 
charge button automatically, the 
Army said today. 

A Pentagon spokesman sald the 
Republican nominee for President 
can still get one by dropping the 
Army a request. 

The service explained it no 
longer issues the buttons, which 
were given out at separation cen- 
ters after World War II for serv- 
ice between Pearl Harbor and 
Dec, 31, 1946. Eisenhower told 
the American Legion meeting in 
New York that the Army had 
failed to give him a discharge 
button when he quit his job as a 
five-star general,

On Subject of Truman. 

At his Kansas City (Kan.) con- 
ference with midwest and south- 
west politicians, Eisenhower re- 
jected a suggestion that “Pender- 
gastism in Kansas City, Mo., had 
become Trumanism in Washing- 
ton. . . . Ike said he wanted to 
wage his campaign without in- 
dulging in personalities.” 

In a press conference, Eisen- 
hower defended Gen. George C. 
Marshall against attacks by Sen. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin. 
“But,” the editorial said, “Gen. 
Marshall’s record as special am- 
bassador to China is one of the 
dark pages in the history of 
American diplomacy. It is the 
key to the loss of China as an 


American ally, key to the out- 
break of war in Korea.” 

“People want a change,” the 
editorial said. “They expect the 
candidate of the opposition to tell 
how he will bring about a change. 
Ike will win if he does that. He 
will lose if he doesn’t.

CAIRO, Aug. 25 (UP)—The 
public got an intimate glimpse of 
ex-King Farouk’s private life to- 
day as newspapers printed photo- 
graphs taken from a vast porno- 
graphic collection in three of his 
palaces.

In calling for a stronger Amer- 
ica, Eisenhower said the United 
States must be committed to se- 
curity forces of such mobility 
and offensive impact that their 
retalitory readiness and “the 
massive potential of their blows 
will haunt the Kremlin with 
nightmares” of the punishment 
should Russia violate the peace. 
Quotation From Stalin. 
His bristling speech was inter- 
spersed with grim warnings that 
Russia will stop at nothing, even 
war, to get what it wants. He 
expressed hope and belief that 
peaceful means can be found to 
stop Soviet aggression, but 
warned that the free countries 
must increase their strength and 
unity. Russia, he said, has not 
yet reached that degree of pow- 
er which it believes essential to 
Wage a new world war, but, he 
said, even Stalin has said there 
may have to be another inter- 
national war “unless the free na- 
tions — including America — be- 
come so convinced of the hope- 
lessness of the struggle that they 
will surrender.” 
Meanwhile, he said, the Soviet’s 
most important objective is the 
economic containment and grad- 
ual strangulation of industrial 
America. 
“The Communiss,” he said, 
“both fear and respect the pro- 
ductive power of the United 
States. But, well aware that 
America is acutely dependent 
upon the import of numerous 
raw materials, they infiltrate 
those critical areas from which 
we obtain many of them. They 
aim to weaken and eventually 
themselves surpass the produc- 
tive power of the United States. 
“In their efforts, they are pa- 
tient, implacable and persistent,” 
Conditioning Masses. 
In every way possible, said 
Eisenhower, Soviet leaders are 
preparing the great masses of the 
subject peoples, psychologically 
and materially, for whatever de- 
cision the Kremlin makes—even 
global war, should that ever ap- 
pear to them to be profitable. 
Russia, he told the Legion- 
naires, is no Nazi Germany or 
imperial Japan. These countries 
had war machines supported by 
“fractional” economies, isolated 
from raw materials, he said. Vic- 
toy for them depended on the 
crushing impact of early military 
shocks. Once the rest of the world 
was mobilized and concentrated 
aginst them, their defeat, he said, 
was assured. 
But the Soviets, he declared, 
will not repeat the fatal error of 
those enemies vanquished in the 
last war. 
“If and when they decide it is 
to their advantage to start a 
global war,” he said, “they shall 
most certainly at that moment 
have under their iron-fisted con- 
trol the military, industrial and 
human strength they think neces- 
sary to carry the conflict to a 
successful end for themselves.

ATOMIC BOMB MINERAL FOUND 
IN ALASKA NEAR SIBERIA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Interior Chap- 
man today announced the finding 
of varying amounts of the sec- 
ondary uranium mineral zeunerite 
on the Seward peninsula in Alas- 
ka, just across the 36-mile wide 
Bering strait from Russian Si- 
beria. 


Geological survey officials said 
such secondary uranium minerals 
could be used as a source for 
uranium for atomic bombs. 

Chapman said the finds were 
made by the Alaskan geology 
branch of the Geological Survey 
in investigations on béhalf of the 
Atomic Energy Commission.

3 Political Implications. 

In thus placing the importance 
of the international situation high 
above any domestic issue or pro- 
gram,, the Republican nominee, 
in the view of many observers

Eisenhower pursued this argu-

| The course to peace, he said, is 
the establishment of conditions 
that will abolish fear and build 
confidence. It was here that he 
outlined this three-point pro- 
gram: 

1. Creating a security force 
“with such offensive impact that 
the massive potential of their 
blows will haunt the Kremlin 
with nightmares of punishment 
to be visited on Russia should it 
violate the peace.” 

2. “Greater co-operative ‘unity 
with every nation in the free 
_world that is prepared to stand 
with us, work with us, build with 
us, for the security of all of us.” 

3. A warning to Russia that 
the United States will “never rec- 
ognize the slightest permanence 
in Russia’s position in eastern 
Europe and Asia.” 

In that connection, Eisenhower 
said the American Government 
should notify Russia that ‘‘never 
shall we desist in our aid to every 
man and woman of those shackled 
lands who seek refuge with us,

He criticized Pick particularly 
for his handling of the Garrison 
dam project now under construc- 
tion on the Missouri river in 
North Dakota. 

Burdick said Pick “got into a 
fiasco” when he was in charge 
of building the Burma road dur- 
ing World War II and that his 
mistakes cost the Government 
many. millions of dollars. 

“The same situation pertains to 
the Garrison, dam project,” Bur-

ROME, Aug. 25—The Pentagon 
had better get itself a correct map 
of the Balkans and Italy before it 
wades any deeper into the Medi- 
terranean. 

Frank C. Pace, Army Secretary, 
is touring here, listening to rival 
political claims and weighing re- 
quests for American arms hand- 
outs which will implement them. 

At the same time, Pace’s de- 
partment is distributing to Ameri- 
can forces a map entitled “Balkan 
States 1950” which is full of mis- 
takes and misdrawn frontiers. 

Pace’s errand is to balance off 
the demands of the Mediterranean 
powers for more handouts against 
their political squabbles, especial- 
ly between Italy and Yugoslavia, 
but according to the American 
official map these headaches don’t 
exist: on the map, Italy has al- 
ready retaken from Tito the vital 
peninsula of Istria and the huge 
port of Trieste. 

The map would create plenty of

trouble in Belgrade because. it 
shows Italy already in possession 
of Zara and the island Lagosta in 
the Adriatic. Tito’s troops have 
been holding them lawfully, un- 
der the peace treaties, for years. 

The Pentagon map concedes 
Austria independence from Ger- 
many, but the United States 
troops who see this map still get 
an idea that Bessarabia, the east- 
ern farmland of Romania, is Ro- 
manial. Actually Russia snatched 
it almost ten years before the 
map was made.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
Russia, ,and the- Western powers 
appeared as badly split as ever 
today on how to go about making 
a German peace treaty. 

A Russian note proposing a Big 
Four meeting by October seemed

United States, Britain and France 
because of the conditions laid 
down “by Russia. 

The Soviet note, handed to the 
Western ambassadors in Moscow 
Saturday, specified that the ses- 
sion first discuss the peace treaty 
and the formation of an all-Ger- 
man government and only after 
that take up a Western proposal 
for creation of a commission to 
investigate political conditions 
throughout. Germany prior to 
holding “free elections.” 

Terms Appear Unacceptable. 

Officials here and Western dip- 
lomats in Moscow indicated that 
the Russian terms are unaccept- 
able. The reason is that the 
Westerners think the Soviets are | 


putting the cart before the horse | 


and doing it deliberately for 
propaganda purposes. 
The Russian strategy in the 


long exchange of notes on Ger- | 


man unity and peace which has 
taken place over many months is 
believed to be aimed at disrupting 
Western plans to associate Ger- 
many with the North Atlantic 
Treaty defenses in Europe. Meas- 
ures for German rearmament 
and the formation of German 
troop units as part of a Euro- 
pean army are well advaneed. 
The position of the Western 
powers on the peacemaking ques- 
tion was set forth most recently 
in a note to Moscow on July 10. 
The Soviet note Saturday was a 
reply to that. . Paris, London and 
Washington are expected to start

Issue Over Free Elections. 

The Western powers have taken 
the line that if the Soviet Union 
sincerely wants to unite East and 
West Germany under a single 
German government it must in- 
evitably join with the West in 
holding free elections throughout 
the country.

There was no apparent reaction 
for the moment even among Dem- 
ocrats in Louisiana, which has a 
share of the Gulf Coast oil re- 
sources, but Senator Spessard Hol- 
land of Florida, champion of state 
ownership, declared he wanted to 
hear further clarification from | 
Stevenson before campaigning for | 
him. 

Author of Vetoed Bill. 

“T want to see what direction 
Stevenson is going to chart be- 
fore I go further than simply | 
to say I'll vote for the party| 
ticket,” said Holland, author of a 
vetoed bill to give tideland con- 
trol to the. states. 

Gov. Herman Talmadge of 
Georgia construed Stevenson’s 
stand as a blow to the rights of | 
states and expressed keen disap- 
pointment. He did not, however, 
go as far as Shivers and say he 
could not support Stevenson. 

Gov. James F. Byrnes of South | 
Carolina and Gov. Hugh White of | 
Mississippi, who led the Demo- | 
cratic organizations of their states 
in backing Stevenson, refused to 
comment on the tidelands issue. 

In Louisville, Ky., Senator John | 
J. Sparkman, Democratic vice | 
presidential nominee, said yester- 
day he shares Stevenson’s yews. | 
He also said he didn’t think their | 
stand would cost them-the Texas | 
vote in the November election. | 

“There will be many issues oth- | 
er than tidelands oil,” Sparkman | 
said in an interview before taking | 
a plane back to Washington. He | 
spent Saturday night in Louisville | 
with his brother, H. C. Sparkman, | 
after speaking at French Lick, |

Sparkman said the question of 
the tidelands ownership is a legal 
one which has been decided by 
the Supreme Court. That court 
has ruled that the Federal Gov- 
ernment has a paramount interest 
in the off-shore lands. ° | 

“Tt don’t see how Congress can | 
be expected to upset every Su- 
preme Court decision,” Sparkman 
said. 

Texas G.O.P. Leader Pleased. 


In San Antonio, Tex., Repub- 
lican National Committeeman 
Jack Porter said Texans now 
know for sure that Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, the G.O.P. presi- 
dential nominee, is the man to 
help them get their tidelands 
back. Porter said Stevenson’s 
statement “almost moves Texas 
out of the doubtful column into 
the definite Eisenhower column.” 

“The people of Texas now 
know that if they are to regain 


’ title to the tidelands, they must 


help elect Eisenhower President. 
. . . Now the most. skeptical 
should be convinced that Steven- 
son is the spoon-fed and hand- 
picked candidate of Truman,” 
Porter said. 

When he returned to Austin 
Saturday night, Shivers held a 
news conference to announce 
that, because of Stevenson’s 
stand, he could not support the 
Democratic’ nominee for Presi- 
dent. 

But the Governor.said he want- 
ed to make a state-wide radio 
speech, to tell Texans of the 
meeting, and then wait for the 
Sept. 9 Democratic state conven- 
tion for a final decision. 

“If a majority (of Democrats) 
were to say they want to support 
Stevenson and were to suggest 


him ... I think I would be 
guided by that,” Shivers said.

Despite a frightful record of 
conquest and absorption, the 
Soviets have not yet attained 
a position from which they can 
accomplish the most. important 
of their objectives. 

This objective is the eco- 
nomic containment and gradual 
strangulation of industrial 
America. The Communists both 
fear and respect the productive 
power of the United States. But 
well aware that America is 
acutely dependent upon the im- 
port of numerous raw mate- 
rials, they infiltrate those 
critical areas from which we 
obtain many of them. They aim 
to weaken and eventually them- 
selves surpass the productive 
power of the United States. In 
their efforts, they are patient, 
implacable and persistent. 


Soviet propaganda throughout 
the captive world builds hatred 
of our country. In every way pos- 
sible they prepare the great 
masses of their subject peoples, 
psychologically and materially, 
for whatever decision the Krem- 
lin makes — even global war, 
should that ever appear to them 
to be profitable, 

Their efforts behind the Iron 
Curtain are accompanied by viru- 
lent subversion and propaganda 
inside the free world.

Indeed, 
although we must say it in sad- 
ness and shame, as well as in 
anger, they have succeeded in

There are three areas 


mediate demand upon us.

It must be committed to se- 
curity forces of such mobility 
and offensive impact that their 
retaliatory readiness and the 
massive potential of their blows 
will haunt the Kremlin with 
nightmares: of the punishment 
to be visited upon Russia should 
it violate the peace. At the 
same time, we must keep 
America economically strong. 
Even military preparation must 
not weaken our great competi- 
tive enterprise system. Ameri- 
ca’s spiritual, economic, and 
military strength must be the 
cornerstone of a free world 
structure. 


Second, we must build great- 
er co-operative unity with every 
nation in the free world that is 
prepared to stand with us, work 
with us, build with us for the 
security of all of us. Let us 
never for a moment forget that 
the men and women of the free 
world dwarf the Communist 
world numerically, and tower 
above it in skills, in command 
of natural resources, in mate- 
rial might, in greatness of spirit 
and heart. We and free peoples 
everywhere are one in our de- 
sire to live in peace. Why should 
we not be one in our front 
against the common threat?

themselves. 

In my measured opinion, 
they have not yet reached that 
position. This means we still 
have time. But it means also 
that to the threat posed by the 
Soviets, we must at once find 
the right answer. So long as 
menace hangs over our heads, 
our peril circumscribes our in- 
dustrial goals, our agricultural 
program, our fiscal policy, our 
entire economy and all our at- 
titudes. 

Fear, induced by peril, is a 
climate that fosters militarism 
and the conversion of a nation 
into an arsenal for war. Fear 
is a climate that nourishes 
bankruptcy in dollars and mor- - 
als alike. ‘Those afraid seek 
security in a heedless extrava- 
gance that breeds waste of sub- 
stance and corruption of men. 
Fear is a climate that, if long . 
endured, is as costly in its toll 
on material resources, on lives, 
on the spirit of men as defeat 
in war.

Second, let us once and for 
all resolve that henceforth we 
shall be guided in our relations 
with our fellows by the Ameri- 
can creed that all men are 
created equal — and remain 
equal. All of us who salute the 
flag, whatever our color or 
creed or job or place of birth 
may be, are Americans entitled 
to the full rights and the full 
privileges of our citizenship.

Fourth, let us bend ourselves 
to end corruption in public of- 
fice, at every level of govern- 
ment. In world opinion and in 
world effectiveness, the United 
States is no better, no more 
efficient, no stronger than the 
moral firmness of its public 
officials. Preoeccupation with 
their own profit, with selfish 
sehemes for personal or parti- 
san aggrandizement, undere- 
mines America’s strength. They 
nullify the sacrifices made 
every day by millions of Amer- 
ican families that America may 
stand forth the champion of 
decency among men and na- 
tions. 


For you veterans, who have 
given years of your youth, whose 
comrades have given their lives, 
in the cause of freedom, these re- 
solves require no effort approach- 
ing the demands made on you in 
war. Yet, the reward for Amer- 
ica and for the free world will 
be as great. as any victory in 
battle. The world—all the world 
—will once again recognize the 
United States of America as the 
spiritual and material realization 
of the dreams that men have 


\dreamt since the dawn of history. 


Then, the story of America will 
be repeated on the tom-toms of 
the African jungle, in the gossip 
of Arab bazaars, under the shady 
trees of the Champs Elysees, in 
the temples and along the holy 
rivers of the East—and the ring 
of truth around the world will 
drown the strident lies of Mos- 
cow's propaganda. 

One hundred years ago, 50 
years ago, America was the won- 
der of humanity and the symbol

dates talk about, are no doubt 
important, but they are not nearly 
so important as the survival. of 
the republic, which will be the 
chief problem of the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Take, for instance, the problem 
of Korea, or “Truman’s war,” as 


If we had not answered the ag- 
gressive challenge in Korea, the 
whole of the Far East and a good 
part of Europe as well would un- 
doubtedly be in Communist hands 
today; but, although this horrible 
alternative has been avoided, the 
alternatives which now confront 
us are far from attractive. 


We cannot resume the offensive 
in Korea, because our national 
strength is not sufficient. 


We cannot build greater na- 
tional strength without going on 
a full-war basis. 

We cannot expect the enemy to 
sign a truce unless punishment 
makes it worth his while to do so, 
and we cannot sign a truce of 
surrender ourselves.

Yet the Korean equation {fs 
easier to solve, or at least less | 
fearful in its implications, than | 
the problem of the economic and 
political strains within the west- 
ern alliance; or the problem of 
the pressures and other weak 
points on the periphery such as 
Iran and Indochina; or, above 
all, the problem of the world bal- 
ance of military power. 

Who would wish to assume the 
presidency at a time when the 
Soviet Union is rapidly acquiring 
the power to deliver a crippling 
atomic attack on this country, 
while this country is equally rap- 
idly losing the power to retali- 


ate in kind? 


What President would wish to 
order the tremendous emergency 


measures—perhaps the total mo- 
bilization of the entire electronics 
industry, for example — which 
may be needed to rebuild our air 
defenses and restore our effec- 
tive striking power? 

What President would wish to 
reveal this new trend in our af- 
fairs to the country and the 
world? 

Such are the choices, which 
will unavoidably confront the 
next President.

- . The. average grocer buys tomatoes 
at $6 per bushel of 60 Ibs of tomatoes, 
. gross! Before they are placed on a 
fable display, he must pay a clerk 89 
cents an hour to wash, sort and stack 
them. 

_ In the process, it turns out that ap- 
proximately 12 pounds in the bushel 
‘must be thrown away because they are 
‘composed of culls, are soft and mashed, 

or are green—leaving him 48 pounds. 


However, a test weight of the sorted 
tomatoes will show only 43 pounds, be- 
cause the bushel container had» been 
lined with cardboard, which took 
up the space of 5 pounds of tomatoes. 


Now the tomatoes are on display. In 
walks the 200-pound matron, looking 
for tomatoes whose skins are exactly 
the right shade, whose surfaces are like 
glass and whose shapes are like base- 
balls! 

Squeezing and pinching her way 
through the remaining 43 pounds she 
comes. across four freaks, leaving be- 
hind a battered, bleeding mess, This 
-{s what really jacks up the retail price! 

As for price control, such a thing is

-- After the discussion -of the. details pro and 
con, Gov. Stevenson declared himself on the 
side of control of these submerged oil fields 
by and for the entire American nation, not 
through local exploiters.in any one state. 
Citing the Supreme Court’s decisions that the 
paramount interest in oil in these offshore areas 
“is vested in all the people of the United States,” 
Gov. Stevenson said: 

The present question, therefore, is one of 
wise national policy in the disposition of 
national ‘assets; and it does not seem wise 
to me to set in motion.a practice of blanket 


céssion of these or any other national assets 
to the individual states. 


The Democratic nominee did not stop there. 
He noted the legislative stalemate, which is 
“harmful to both the states and the nation.” 
This block should be broken, he said. To this 
end, he proposed that under national ownership, 
Congress work out a solution “mindful of the 
respective interests of the states and the Fed- 
eral Government.” 

The Post-Dispatch, which has opposed the at- 
tempted exploitation ever since its start at the 
end of World War II, wishes this also were Gen. 
Eisenhower’s position. National control of a 
defense asset so important as offshore oil is 
a matter on which both nominees might well 
agree and the country be the better off for it. 
Indeed Gen. Eisenhower, who has spent his 
life in the service of a great national institution, 
the United States Army, might have been ex- 
pected to take the national view on these oil 
reserves ahead of the Governor of one of the 
48 states. 

Up to now, Gen. Eisenhower has been in the 
news three times with statements concerning 
the ownership of offshore oil. Before he was 
nominated, he said that he was for state authority 
over these great potential security reserves. 
Later when his attention was called to the 
Supreme Court decisions for national ownership, 
he said he did not know about them, and re- 
marked that he was one to accept Supreme 
Court decisions. Then, about the middle of 
June, he said that control should be vested in 
the states “except in cases conflicting with the 
national interest.” 

So this issue is joined between Gov. Stevenson 
and Gen. Eisenhower. Gov. Stevenson believes 
in national ownership of offshore oil, with a solu- 
tion which will accord the states proper recog- 
nition. Gen, Eisenhower believes in state own- 
ership with the states presumably saying which 
“cases” should be in national hands because of 
the “national interest” involved. 

As between the two, on this one issue, Gov. 
Stevenson stands, in our opinion, on the solider 
ground. He has taken his stand, moreover, at 
the risk of alienating the Democratic leaders 
of Texas, whose 23. electoral votes are at stake 
in the November election. 

We repeat that there are other issues in the 
campaign, many others. On this one however, 
Gov. Stevenson is both right and courageous, 
We wish we could say as much for Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 
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Gambling in [Illinois 

Has big-time commercial gambling made a 
comeback in Illineis? Observation by trafned re- 
porters indicates that it has not. Yet, thanks to 
Illinois now being much in the middle of presi- 
dential politics,.statements to the contrary keep 
recurring. Most of them are based on the amount 
of federal gambling taxes paid in the state. 


Gambling tax collections are not a reliable 
index of the amount of gambling activity, par- 
ticularly big-time commercial gambling. This is 
made quite plain. by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau’s report on the first seven months’ opera- 
tion of the tax. 

If the taxes paid were a safe Indicator of the 
amount of gambling done, the public would have 
to believe that the State of Washington, with a 
population of 2,378,000, this year had 24 times 
as much gambling as the State of New York, 
with a population of-nearly 15,000,000. For in 
Washington taxes were paid by many more 
gamblers than in New York. . 

If the amount of taxes accurately reflected 
the amount of gambling, we would have to be- 
lieve that Montana and Utah, with less than a 
million and a half people between them, do far 
more gambling than the 15,000,000 people living 
in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. For in the two 
Western states six times as many gamblers paid 
taxes as in the two Eastern states. 


The reasons why the tax does not accurately: 


reflect gambling are obvious. Gamblers register 
and pay up in some states, and in others they 
do not. In some cases, a great many small-time 
punchboard and lottery operators may pay the 
tax while the big bookies and casino operators 
do not. The Internal Revenue Bureau reports 
that it has inadequate means to enforce the tax 
or even to investigate violations, 

So those who wish to show that big-time 
gambling has come back in Illinois must produce 
more convincing evidence than the tax collection 
figures to prove it. ' 
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More Questions on Oil 

The export price manipulations of American 
oil companies are to get another airing in the 
Government's suit to recover what it claims are 
$67,000,000 in excess charges for oil shipped to 
Europe under the Marshall plan. 

Whatever the outcome of the suit—and of the 
other oil investigations spurred by accusations of 
a price-fixing cartel in the world market—Con- 
gress might profitably look into another aspect 
of the oil situation. 

Much of the oil which the Government claims 
‘to have been overcharged for came from the 
Middle East. If there had been no foreign aid 


program, that oil might not have been paid for* 


in dollars at all but in European eurrency,

No reply can be sent 
until the three Western powers have consulted, 
but meanwhile official spokesmen are unofficially 
making plain what Washington thinks the reply

conference is to be rejected on the ground that 
acceptance would amount. to wanes into a 


“propaganda trap.” 


It may well be that Britain. sai France will 


not whole-heartedly go along with the American 
position. They have takem’a friendlier attitude 
toward negotiation with the Soviets before, and 
they. may do so again. Meanwhile it would be 
a healthy thing if the State‘ Department aban- 
doned its stereotyped formula for dealing’ with 
Russia long “enough to ask’ itself whether de- 
nouncing as “propaganda” évery proposal to 
negotiate is really a sound position for the 
United States to take. 

What is meant in saying that a conference on 
Germany would inevitably be a “propaganda 
trap”? If the Western. powers went into such 
a conference with a strong’ moral and political 


position on Germany, then regardless of the . 


result the Western powers would occupy a strong 
propaganda position. To assume that the Soviets 
would win the propaganda battle assumes that 
the Soviets would go into the conference with the 
stronger case, in terms of appealing to Germans 
and Europeans generally. We cannot believe 
that. they would have the stronger case, and we 
do not believe it is good policy to permit Euro- 
peans to think so. 

Yet if the Western reply follows the pattern 
set in unofficial State Department reaction so 
far, a great many Europeans are likely to con- 
clude simply that the Soviets are ready to ne- 
gotiate on the unification of Germany while the 
United States is not. Our diplomats may feel 
with justification that the Soviets are not seri- 


ous, but they would be more convincing if they , 


showed a courageous willingness to put the 
Soviets to the test. 

We hope therefore that the Western reply, 
when it is drafted, will not close the door on 
negotiation. Heretofore the Soviets have re- 


- sisted all efforts to discuss the question of ount- 


side supervision of German elections in the 
event unification were to be attempted. The 
new note agrees to discuss that question, and 
it really should not make much difference 
whether it were item No. 1 or item No. 3 on 
the agenda. If the vital issues are up for dis- 
cussion, then the United States should be ready 
to discuss them. 
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Trumpet Blast From Tribune Tower 
Col. R. R. McCormick; the Chicago elephant- 
trainer who could not get the G.O.P. elephant to 
respond to his orders, is quitting the party of 
his fathers to form a party of his own, the 
American patty. It is a sweeping, all-embracing 
name which the Colonel has taken for his organ- 
ization-not-yet-in-being, but the Colonel has long 
been a man of sweeping claims—among others 
that his grandfather was the true founder of 
the Republican party which, therefore, should 
have been more responsive to his desires, desires 
which, after all, had a dynastic authority. 

Alas, new days bring new ways. To a degree 
even the Colonel was ready to bow before the 
winds of change.

The 
ancient, immutable values must be defended, the 
pure flame must be kept burning. And so the 
Colonel has asked all really good Republicans 
and all really good Democrats—the supporters 
of Senator Byrd of Virginia and Senator Mc- 
Carthy of Wisconsin, for example—to join him 
in his new party. The clarion call has been 
sounded.

The beleaguered patriot, the stout defender 
of the old faith, has strategically limited ob- 
jectives for this year.

The Homeless Who Still Wait. 


The general problem of refugees and over- 
population in Western Europe “has barely been 
touched.” This is the conclusion of the Displaced 
Persons Commission on the successful comple- 
tion of its own program, which has brought 
some 339,000 DPs to the United States. To deal 
with the continuing problem, the commission 
proposes relaxation of the United States immi- 
gration laws and adoption of President Truman’s 
plan for bringing 300,000 Europeans into the 
United States in the next three years. 

The commission’s recommendations come as a 


particular challenge because they follow the en- \ 


actment of the McCarran bill. While this meas- 
ure increased the total immigration quota by 
380 persons a year, theoretically at least, it 
set up new and arbitrary reasons for exclusion 
which may reduce the number admitted. Even 
normally, the commission said, only about one 
fourth of the 154,000-odd visas available every 
year are used. 

One reason why the immigration quotas are 
not as effective as they look is that a large 
quota may be assigned to a country from which 
few persons want to come, and a small quota 
may be alloted to a country where many are 
pressing for admittance—but the unused part 
of the first country’s quota cannot be taken over 
by the second. Britain and Northern Ireland 
have by far one of the largest quotas, 65,000, 
but have not come anywhere near using. that 
number of visas for many years. 

Countries such as Italy, with dense popula- 
tions crying for an outlet, are held down with 
quotas based on their populations of 30 years 
ago. President Truman wants to admit 39,000 
from Italy annually for three years, and there 
are 32,000 already waiting. Existing immigration 
laws assign Italy a meager 5700. Denmark has a 
quota of 1200 and a waiting list of 6000, Norway 
a quota of 2400 with 15,000 waiting. 

It would be a strange inconsistency for the 
United States, after its magnificent gesture of 
hospitality to the DPs, to follow up by clinging 
to an exclusion. act which defeats the very pur- 
poses the DP program served. Yet that is what 
it is doing under the McCarran .Act. The Dis-

Taxes, and Taxes on Taxes 


The Mirrer 
of

Besides the federal and state governments 35,000 cities, towns and 
townships, 118,000 schools and thousands of other special districts 
collect taxes; taxes make up half of the price on which liquor is 
taxed; hearing aids taxed as luxuries if they look like brooches.

Some 160,000 taxing units collect taxes, 
each more or less on its own. 


Competing with the Federal Govern- 
ment are the states, territories and the 
District of Columbia, 3050 counties, 16.000 
cities and towns, 19,000 rural townships, 
118,000 school districts and several thou- 
sand special activities such as drainage 
districts. 


Rivalry is so keen that three or four 
units tax the same commodity. Even taxes 
are taxed by other taxes. 


From this labyrinth nobody escapes. A 
half dozen units tax the youngster who 
buys a soda as well as the one billion dol- 
lar carporation. 

The plain citizen’s bewilderment is often 
only a littlé less than that of the officials 
who collect, divide or spend. 


Local officials say that the state takes 
too much. State officials say that the Fed- 
eral Government gets the first and biggest 
bite and that from what is left, the state 
returns so much to local governments that 
it faces an annual deficit. 


In 1830, $22,000,000 from customs was 
the only federal tax collection—$1.70 per 
capita. In the past fiscal year, federal 
revenue averaged better than $300 per 
capita, 78 per cent coming from income 
taxes, of which individuals paid two thirds. 


As few commodities or activities are not 
taxed already, the increased revenues are 
obtained by raising the rate on what is 
already carrying the load, although this 
fact is sometimes hidden by the expedient 
of calling the same taxes different things 
in different places. The Federal Govern- 
ment avoids a federal sales tax, for in- 
stance, although for years it has collected 
a “luxury” tax—a sales tax under another 
name. 

How this pyramiding brings on confu- 
sion and waste is well illustrated in Mich- 
igan. 

Michigan has 8000 separate taxing units 
and 32 separate taxes in addition to other 
sources of revenue as checked by Clarence 
W. Lock, Deputy Commissioner of Reve- 
nue. “The property tax has become a mo- 
divided between 
county, schools, municipality or township. 


\ These units can also charge for licenses, 
~fees and inspections. 


This lack of standardization and the fact 
that federal and state taxing units are in- 
dependent with concurrent constitutional 
powers, does nothing to simplify tax book- 
keeping. 

Michigan’s experience demonstrates the 
national tax picture as well as any state. 


A recent survey by Charles F. Condon, 
executive director of the Federation of Tax 
Administrators, shows that state or local 
governments also tax 95 per cent of the 
sources. 

Of the principal items, the list shows 
that 34 states tax incomes; 31, sales; 37, 
public utilities: 48, liquor; 41, tobacco; 48, 
gasoline: 32, amusements. Hundreds of 
municipalities tax the same sources. 


Cigarettes demonstrate how these multi- 
ple levies mount up. 


The Federal Government collects 8 cents 
per pack of 20. Michigan takes 3 cents 
more. City taxes, where collected, are 
usually 1 or 2 cents. The Michigan state 
tax is about the national average, although 


Louisiana collects 8 cents a pack and West 
Virginia only 1. 

Added to these taxes, and also charged 
to the buyer, are the business license fees, 
transportation tax and other excises or 
permits. Thus for a carton of 10 packages, 
the tax is $1.10—on which the purchaser 
then pays the additional 3 per cent Michi- 
gan retail sales tax—3 cents tax on the 
dollar in taxes he has already paid. 


Such taxes on taxes. are collected on 
every article where the federal or state 
“nuisance” tax is included in the retail 
price. The largest is on liquor, where 
taxes already paid are considerably more 
than half of the price of the puchase. 


As in other states, federal luxury taxes 
are collected by the merchants. Michigan 
cigarette wholesalers established a prece- 
dent by getting a bill passed allowing them 
1 per cent deduction for their work as tax 
collectors. Other collectors are unpaid. 


A hearing aid is not taxed, but if its 
receiver is disguised’ ag a brooch for a 
woman Or a tie pin for a man, it is luxury. 
Luxuries are taxed, Shaving -soap is not

taxed but powder or lotion for a finishing 
touch is. A gift of money is tax exempt 
but a tip, also a gratuity, is taxed. 

Spending is often even more chaotie 
than the collection and the citizens mostly 
have given up trying to figure who pays 
for what. 

The Michigan cigarette tax, for instance 
was proposed to provide soldier pensions. 
Before it was even adopted in 1947, the 
legislature diverted it to the genéral fund 
and floated a bond issue. 

Segregating tax sources to eliminate the 
duplication and waste in collecting and 
spending must be the first step toward 
easing the tax load that is smothering the 
country. 

More important is reversing the trend 
of recent years which has shifted so much 
responsibility to the Federal Government. 

Taxes will not be smaller until responsi- 
bility for revenues and for administration 
are returned to the people and to the 
smaller government units. 


The Oracle Summons the Press 
From the Capital Times (Madison, Wis.) 


When Senator McCarthy decided recent- 
ly that he would let the people of Wiscon- 
sin hear some of his political sentiments, 
he summoned the press to his northern 
Wisconsin retreat where he has been in 
seclusion for more than a week.

The Wisconsin State 
Journal and the Green Bay Press-Gazette, 
both certified pro-McCarthy papers, were 
invited. Sanford Goltz and John Wyn-

Carthy line for their papers—even to the 
phony war record—were invited. The 
Associated Press and the United Press also 
went along. } 

That was all. The Capital Times and 
The Milwaukee Journal, whose reporters 
might ask some embarrassing questions or 
report something not intended for the pub- 
lic, were ignored. Only the papers that 
are right with Joe were asked to come to 
the throne and listen while he laid out the 
way in which the McCarthy news in the 
coming campaign should be handled.

Between Book-Ends 


Over Grinton Bridge 


THE MAN ON A DONKEY, by H. F. M. Prescot, 
(MacMillan Co. 631 pgs., $5.) 


When an historical novel appears which 
has true literary worth as well as factual 
historical value, it is indeed a rare achieve- 
ment. H. F. M. Prescott has produced 
such a novel in “The Man on a Donkey,” 
which vividly recreates the first 40 years 
of the sixteenth century in England. Miss 
Prescott is not only a novelist of stature 
{ she has also published translations and 
biographies) but she is a true scholar as 
well, and her knowledge. and virtuosity 
combine here to spawn what bids fair to 
become a prominent historical novel of 
our time. 


The chain of events around which the 


plot is developed starts at the time when 
Henry VIII begins to fret and chafe at 
being saddled, as it were, with his mar- 
riage to Katherine of Aragon while he lusts 
after Anne Boleyn... The events leading 
up.to his divorce and the immediate effects 
of that divorce, including his schism with 
the Roman Catholic Church, provide the 
background for the novel. 


The ‘action builds up to and culminates 
in the “Pilgrimage of Grace” in 1536, that 
great and tragic uprisirg of Yorkshire and 
the North Country in protest against Henry 
Tudor’s dissolution of the abbeys, his wan- 
ton confiscation of all sacred relics, books, 
and property, and the atrocities which 
were performed when the religious weré 
ousted. 

This book chronicles the lives of five 
central characters who, at the outset, are 
far apart by class or situation, but who, 
by the circumstances resulting from the 
Pilgrimage of Grace, are brought closer 
together until their lives meet. There is 
Christabel Cowper, prioress, who is world- 
ly,.astute, power-hungry, and ruthless if it 
gains her end. There is Thomas. Lord 
Darcy, who is deeply troubled by the un- 
rest and impending disaster resulting from 
the King’s caprices, and who, after battling 
with his conscience, chooses a side and 
fights honorably for its eause. Julian 
Savage is a bastard girl whose life is de- 
voted to one man and who would risk 
torture or death for his sake. Gilbert 
Dawe, priest, is a man distorted by bitter- 
ness, acidity, and cynicism caused by his 
own realization of his inordnate weakness 
of character. Robert Aske, squire, is drawn 
into the first uprising of the Lincolnshire 
men which later developed into the rebel- 
lion of Yorkshire and the whole North, 
and rose to be the leader and “Great Cap- 
tain” of the rebels. . 


Squire Aske is characterized by blatancy 
and abruptness, integrity and courage. In 
the end he is betrayed by his.own brother, 
and must pay for treason by being hanged 
in chains until he dies. There is a sixth 
character, Malle the serving-woman, who 
symbolizes that for which the rebellion 
took place: simplicity, love, and faith. She 
saw the Man ride over Grinton Bridge on 
a donkey... 

Miss Prescott writes with fervor and 


great beauty of expression. The characters, _ 


while not penetratingly drawn, are con- 
vincingly and subtly portrayed. There is a 
Dickensian quality about the character 
presentation, not only in the amazing niim- 
ber and variety of the characters, but in 
the compassion and pathos with which they 
are depicted, and in the power of the 
book to evoke emotions in the reader that 
are deep and seldom moved. This isa 


very good book.

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Heaven knows the world is not 
exactly a cheerful place. But per- 
haps the professional criers of. 
doom are overdoing it. In this 


interval the in- 
centives to cry 
wolf, wolf hap- 
pen to be great- 
er than ever 
before. That is 
true both at 
home and 
abroad. But be- 
hind the clamor 
those responsi- 
ble for shaping

This is not happening as rap- 
idly as had been planned. Serious 
obstacles loom ahead. Yet, the 
power to deter Soviet Russia is 
coming into being through the 
united effort of the 14 North At- 
lantic nations. 


M-30 Readiness. 


Much of the pessimism tis 
pointed at the fact that the goal 
of 50 divisions for the NATO 
army at the end of °52 will not 
be achieved. That goal was fixed 
and publicly announced at the 
NATO conference in Lisbon in 
February 1952. 

Briefly, here are the facts 
about that goal. There were those 
at Lisbon who felt it was unwise 
to set a definite number. They 
argued that if 45 or 48 divisions 
were in readiness at the end of 
this year, instead of 50, then be- 
cause the. precise goal was not 
met the pessimists would have 
an inning. 

The best estimate on the status 
of the 50-division goal was set 
forth in a recent report to the 
Pentagon from Gen. Matthew W. 
Ridgway, supreme commander of 
NATO. The goal at Lisbon was} 
actually 50 divisions of M-30 
readiness. That is to say, ready 
for combat 30 days after mobili- 
zation. 


According to Ridgway’s esti- 
mate, from 14 to 16 divisions will 
not be in a state of M-30 readi- 
ness. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that they will not be in 
service and in training. Instead 
of an M-30 readiness, they may 
be at an M-90 or an M-120 readi- 
ness.

The process goes something like 
this. You hate your job, it bores 
you, it’s beneath you. So you let 
work pile up and do only the 
emergency duties, The piled-up 
work hangs like a dark cloud in 
the back of your conscience, but 
it’s just so dull that you cannot 
make yourself get at it. So you 
get touchy, and the slightest crit- 
icism, usually justified, throws 
you into a tailspin. The time you 
should be spending on the work 
you devote to brooding self-pity 
and planning ways to pay people 
back. You start knifing some 
people and apple-polishing others, 
and before you know it you’re in 
a state, and “this place is full of 
office politics.” 

It is perfectly true, of course, 
that some organizations are ac- 
tually hotbeds of nepotism and 
machiavellianism, but there aren’t 
so many of them as we sometimes 
like to think. And even there the 
person who keeps busy doing his 
job well and minding his own 
business is apt to escape the fire, 


The technique of handling peo- 
ple in business, and most particu- 
larly bosses, doesn’t involve a neat 
series of tricks and magic sen- 
tences. Neither does it involve 
backslapping or eyelash art, which- 
ever the sex may be. It’s a mat- 
ter of adopting % realistic, ap- 
proach to the problem. And that 
involves just three things: 

1. Acquire an enlightened pes- 
simism. 

The ideal boss, of course, ought 
to be fair and friendly, ought to 
congratulate you warmly on work 
well done, and sympathize gently 
with work badly done. But such

But 
you can handle them if you stead- 
fastly refuse to let them get under 
your skin.

Some- 
times, of course, a severe personal 
problem, a deep-seated anxiety or 
neurosis, so undermines you that 
it is impossible for you to settle 
down to work. But many times 
it’s the other way around. Many 
personal problems are caused, 


dreamed up, and enlarged by peo- 


ical help is probably indicated. 
That’s your own decision, and 
one that.I know better than to 
poke my nose into. But let me 
warn you not to rush into it too 
lightly. 

Too many people I have worked 
with went into analysis because 
it was decidedly pleasanter to lie 
on somebody’s sofa and yap about 
what they thought of their great- 
uncle when they were three than 
it was to get up and go to work. 


The good analyst, of course, 
makes short work of such as 
these. Many of them have been 
returned to me, whereupon their 
troubles vanished when I placed 
a pistol at their backs, so to speak, 
and put them to work. 


However, one way or another, 
learn how to keep your personal 
problems out of your business 
life. Regardless of the tempta- 
tion to look out the window and 
dream, you can make yourself 
concentrate on the job. 


And whatever you do, don’t 
make the mistake of thinking that 
you are belittling yourself by com- 
ing to terms, even for a period 
of years, with a job that isn’t 
exactly what you want and need. 
So long as you are working hard 
at finding the right one, the period 
spent in the wrong one will add 
up ! 

The really heartbreaking thing 
in the long run is to look back 
at an endless waste of meaning- 
less work, dotted with ineffectual 
explosions of bad temper, and 
realize that with the same amount 
of energy expended you might 
have made this desert to blossom 
like the rose.

To Be “Unbiased.” 


HE person referred to as “un- 

biased” is said to be free of 

prejudice, free of special lean- 
ing to one side or another of a 
question—free of “bias.” And 
thereby hangs the tale, as this 
column has been saying for a 
long time. 

“Bias” came into English 
through the French, and its origin 
seems to be in the late Latin “bi- 
fax#’ which is “two-faced!” The 
source here is the Latin “facies,” 
face, with the prefix meaning 
two. The connection between 
“two-faced” and a special leaning 
is not too difficult to trace. 

An early use of “bias’’ was to 
designate unevenness of weight in 
the ball used in the old game of 
bowls—an unevenness of weight, 
or a similar tendency on the part 
of the ball to swerve from the 
straight line; and every golfer 
knows how these two things go 
together! Sir Walter Scott made 
it clear in an allusion to “a con- 
cealed bias within the spheroid 
which will swerve away.” 

This same slanting brought the 
term into usage in the lexicon of 
textiles, cloth cut ‘“‘on the bias” 
being cloth cut on a diagonal line. 

And so a leaning of the mind, 
a weighting away from the cen- 
ter, a slanting. It is the emphasis 
on side here, which harks back 
to the term’s source in the “two- 
faced.”

HE same floor plan that’s such 


T ments of furniture is just what 
is needed for determining the 
sizes of rugs. Handsome as they 
are, the new smaller-rugs clutter 
a room if they’re too small, too 
many and scattered—they must 
fit both the room plan and the 
exact spots where they’re to go.

Mentally Retarded 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OO many people view mentally retarded children with 

shame. The problem they present is usually given the 

silent treatment, apparently in the hope that it will go 
away if you don’t pay any attention to it. . 

Actually, parents and others create much of the problem 
by their own attitudes. These can be changed by thinking 
and talking—and by unlearning a few fixed ideas. 

Intelligence has been overemphasized as the only measure 
ef human ability. Actually, it is only one of many person- 
ality and character abilities. People have other equally im- 
portant aptitudes, such as the aptitude for getting along well 
with others or the ability to do skilled work with the hands. 
| kok 

WE MEASURE intelligence by a rather artificial set of 
tests. These are compared to an artificial scale to get the 
1.Q. The “normal” is arbitrarily set at 100 simply because 
about as many tests results are above as are below that 
figure. Intelligence differences among people are just as 
yrormal as differences among people in all other aptitudes 
and abilities. 

Because most people, including many school authori- 
ties, set up intelligence as the be-all and the end-all, school 
studies are’ mostly book work. Rather than fitting the 
primary schools to the varying needs and abilities of the 
children, many schools establish a rigid pattern. They ex- 
pect all children to conform or be cast out. This is un- 
natural but reflects the views of most people. , 

‘Tf one child can work skillfully with his hands but is 
slow at book learning, why neglect hig handicraft ability and 
insist upon his memorizing history dates, the names of gen- 
erals who won battles, and other such comparatively useless 
information? : 

By asking to do work which they can’t do and not 
discovering and developing other abilities they do have, you 
are often frustrating them to such an extent that they be- 
come apathetically useless, rebellious, or even criminal. 

Think how disturbed you would be if you had to run 
a race every day and were expected to win. Some are bound 
to lose. If you came in last day after day after day, you'd

the time, you would probably find some other way to get

JUST SO, mentally retarded children who have no op- 
portunity to use their best abilities but are expected to use 
only their lesser abilities (such as their intelligence) develop 
headaches, stomach aches, and other sicknesses as a reaction 
to their frustration. 

As long as parents and others regard intelligence as the 
most important attribute—rather than just one ability among 
many—school authorities will hesitate to make any great 
changes in the present curriculum. 

A certain minimum knowledge of the three R’s is needed 
to get along in life independently. But couldn’t greater 
recognition be given to the differences in ability to master 
this minimum information? Couldn’t those children with less 
than average book-learning ability be given more opportuni- 
ties to develop other abilities they may have?

Gutter Maintenance. 

NE of the best ways to ruin 
0 a set of roof gutters is to let 

the gutters fill up with leaves 
and other debris. Aside from 
helping to corrode or rot-the gut- 
ters, the weight of all this mess 
may pull them loose. Another 
point is that when the gutters 
are full of junk, the water spills 
over the side of the gutter and 
stains the house siding and causes 
paint to peel and blister. 

In short,. gutters should be kept 
clean all year around. Now there 
are good ways and bad ways to 
kill time but standing up on a 
ladder sweeping out gutters is, in 
our opinion, a miserable way to 
spend an afternoon. What we 
suggest you do is fix up some- 
thing so that. gutters won’t col- 
lect trash. 

One way to do this is to get a 
piece of insect screening, roll it 
up lengthwise and place it in 
the gutter. The screening should 
extend a few inches above the top 
of the gutter. With this arrange- 
ment, leaves falling around the 
gutters will be caught by the 


' screening and will blow away the 


first time there is a decent breeze. 


If you prefer, you can get 
ready-made guiter screens. at 
building and hardware stores and 
all you have to do with these is 
to slip them into the gutters. Of 
course, the gutters should still 
get a good hosing out every few 
months because while the screen- 
ing will keep out the big trash, 
soot will get to the gutters and 
unless it’s removed will cause 
damage.

The first round of hidding, in- 
cluding West’s psychic opening, 
speaks for itselfé—there was no- 
thing extraordinary or censurable 
about any call—and East’s three- 
club bid, South’s three no-trump 
and West’s pass were also unex- 
cxeptionable. 

It is when we get to North's 
four-club cue-bid, South’s four- 
spade response to that bid, arid 
North’s acceptance of the spade 
contract, that we enter highly de- 
batable ground. 

The practical objection to the 
four-club cue-bid is that it -can 
lead to just the sort of misunder- 
standing it did lead to, with South 
(one of the country’s foremost 
players) reading the call as a de- 
mand for his best suit, Actually, 
a strong case can be made for 
South’s answering the cue-bid 
with a five-club cue-bid of his 
own, thus télling North to name 
his own preference, but South 
felt that North might have three 
four-card suits and that this 
would put him in grave difficulty, 

It would have been more logi- 
cal for North to content himself 
with a bid of four hearts over 
South’s three no-trump, on the 
theory that a slam would be re- 
mote if South could not volunteer 
further action. Then, holding two 
aces and a king in a hand passed 
originally, South undoubtedly 
would have made a slam try. 

The sad part of this affair, from 
the North-South point of view, 
was not only that the small slam 
at hearts (with 100 honors) was 
missed, but that South, furiously 
arguing the bidding the moment 
he saw the dummy, balled up the 
play at four spades and went 
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L. Fox!

Europe and North Africa. John 
Pixley, formerly deputy direc- 
tor of youth and community ac- 
tivities on the staff of the Unit- 
ed States High Commissioner 
for Occupied Germany, is in 
charge. Headquarters will be 
set up in Paris. The program 
will be organized in at least five 
key centers in addition to the 
places where units are already 
functioning, such as Athens, Is- 
tanbul, Heidelberg, Nice and 
Rome. 

Emphasis will be placed on 
bringing American G.1.s in con- 
tact with the best moral and 
social forces of the community 
in which they are stationed. 
Wherever possible, native resi- 
dents will be asked to serve 
on the U.S.O. committee with 
American residents and people 
representing U.S.O.* agencies 
overseas. The first objective will 
be to provide a varied, off-post 
recreation program, using local 
facilities and developing the co- 
operation of local communities.
